Toe Liquok Tax.—In the new 
revenue bill there is an important 
change ia the tax on spirituous li- 
quors which may possibly be of ad- 
vantave to some of our readers, 
Formerly every person that purchas- 
ed liquors was subject to a tax on his 
purchases, According to the present 
revenue law or machinery act’’ a 
retailer, for instanee in the city of 

tuleigh purchasing from a whole- 
saler is not to a tax on his 
purchases provided he obtains from 
the wiolesaler a certificate to the ef- 
fect that his purchase tax has been 
paid. Heretofore the tax on pur- 
chases was required of every person 
that made a purchase, now only one 
tux is required, the party first paying 
and giving his certificate to that ef-

| IMPORTANT TO REGISTERS OF 

DEEDS AND MERCHANTS AND 

TRADESMEN.—The new revenue act 

having changed the times for listing 

amount of receipts, &c., by persons 
carrying on licensed trades, and as 
some difticulty existed in the mind 
of the Register of Deeds as to when 

the change should take place, &c., 

Capt. W. W. White addressed a let- 

ter to the Treasury Department, ask- 

ing an official opinion in regard to 
the matter. The Treasurer on yester- 
day forwarded to Capt. White the 
following opinion : 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
Raleigh, April 3d, 1874. 

W. W. White, Hsq., Register of Deeds, 
&c., Raleigh, N. C.: 
Sir:—Yours of ult. received. 

You state as follows: “By section 26 

of the act to raise revenue it is made 

the duty of all persons earrying on 
licensed trades to list the amount of 
receipts, &e., on the Ist of January 
and July, &e. By the last act the 

erson trading had to take out a 

icenseon the Ist of April, which they 

did, but have only paid to last Janu- 
ary. ‘The license expires the Ist of 
April. I desire to Know if such per- 
sons must wait until the Ist of July 
to take out tiiecir license, paying the 
back taxes from Ist of January, or 
must the parties continue to take out 
license as heretofore on the Ist of 
April.” 

I am of opinion that, as the law re- 
quires merchants to pay a tax on pur- 
chases jor preceding six months 
they can list the amount of their pur- 
chas-s to the Register of Deeds the 
first time under the present law, on 
the Ist of July. By so doing their 
licenses will not be interfered with, 
as it was not necessary to have an 
annual, but a quarterly license, and 
their last quarterly license was given 
as on Ist of January, 1874. I do not 
consider, therefore, that the merehant 
would be carrying on business with- 
<a license from Ist of April to Ist of 

uly. 

The same rule that applies to mer- 
chants, as indicated in the foregoing 
opinien, applies also to other Classes 
of traders that are required to list their 
receipts or sales. 

The Sheriff’s receipt for the tax 
serves as a license to do business. The 
only form of license to be used by 
Sheriffs is prescribed in Section 2s, 
Schedule B, and the Sheriff should 
always use that form in substance. 

I have answered your inquiry more 
fully, perhaps, than was contem- 
plated, but not more so than the im- 
portance of the subject suggested.

DvuRMAM.—Our “traveling corres- 
pondent”’ has visited Durham this 
se and here is what he has to say 
of it : 

‘**We found Durham to be exactly 
as Woodson styles it, the magic city 
of the North Carolina Railroad. In 
addition to the eighteen or twenty 
tobacco factories mentioned in the 
previous article, there are about 
twenty-five mercantile  establish- 
ments, nine bar-rcoms and a hotel. 
The tobacco which supplies the num- 
erous factories is not, as many sup- 
pose, raised in the immediate vicinity 
of the town, butis brought principally 
from the counties of Granville, Cas- 
well and Person, in this State, and 
the counties contiguous thereto on 
the Virginia side of the border line, 
which is the finest tobacco section of 
the country. 

‘““All the factories manufacture 
smoking tobacco exclusively, except 
that of Blackwell & Co., which man- 
ufactures a large amount of both 
chewing and sinoking tabacco. The 
amount expended daily by this firm 
ingrevenue stamps amounts to a daily 
average of twelve hundred dollars or 
$360,000 per year instead of $200,000 

The rapid progress of Darham_ is 
very striking when we compure its 
present state of thrift and business 
prosperily with its condition imme- 
diately after the close of the war, 
when it was a mere railroxd station, 
With a depot house and two or three 
surrounding struetures. Several to- 
bacco factories are in course of con- 
struction on the out skirts of the 
town, which wiil soon swell the pres- 
ent number, and other enterprises 
are on the tapis.’’

The number of poor who were re- 
lieved with a portion of the sum 
must have been very large; yet it 
has been almost impossible for those 
who tried to get a cook, nurse or 
housemaid to go to the country, and 
very difficult to get any one to go out 
to service in the city. As long asthe 
soup houses stood by them they 
stood by the soup houses. There are 
supposed to be more humbugs and 
‘‘dead beats” and *‘bummers” in New 
York now than would be sufficient 
to start a good sized Western city.

Meeting of the Conservative Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Tie Central Executive Conserva- 
tiveeDemocratiec Committee of this 
State met in this eity Thursday af- 
ternoon and, as announced by us lo- 
cally yesterday morning, have called a 
meeiing of the general committee to 
beheld in Raleigh on the 16th inst. 
We hope there will be a full meeting 
on that occasion, as questions of much 
moment to the party, and touching 
the welfare of the State, are to becon- 
sidered. It is not thought necessary 
to have any general convention of 
our party during the campaign, and 
consequently the committee will 
have to act upon whatever measures 
would have to be considered by 
such a body. But one State officer is 
to be nominated, that of Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, and this 
the committee will make. 

The list of committeemen we pub- 
lished yesterday, being those appoint- 
edin 1872, they holding over until 
others shall be appointed. 

It is the duty of the present District 
Committees to call the Congressional 
District Conventions, and we would 
suggest thateach chairman take early 
steps to consult with his committee 
aus tothe time and place of holding 
the said conventions. 

As we understand it, the State Ex- 
ecutive Committeemen remain in 
office until another State Convention 
shall be held. The Congressional 
District Committees are liable to be 
changed at the Conventions to be 
held this Spring. 


The Sanborn Farce. 

In editorially commenting on the 
Sanborn trial and acquittal, the New 
York TZribune says that it was evi- 
dent from the outset that the United 
States District-Attorney in Brook- 
lyn was practically conducting the 
case single-handed against the United 
States authorities in Washington. 
Says the 7ribunc-: 

“The Treasury Department, far 
from rendering any assistance in the 
prosecution of officers of the revenue 
who were charged with defrauding 
the Government out of large sums of 
money, threw the most serious ob- 
stacles into Mr. Tenney's way. Mr. 
Riehardson neglected or refused to 
furnish him with the documents 
wiich he required to lay before the 
(rrand Jury, and Mr. Tenney at last 
obtained them from this office. The 
reason for the Secretary’s action is 
not far to seek. The slightest ex- 
amination of this business covers the 
‘Treasury with disgrace. 
If Sanborn has conspired to defraud 
the Treasury, men much higher in 
place and responsibility have shared 
the crime with him. It is not of 
ae consequence, therefore, that the 

roohlyn prosecution brokcn 
down, ‘I'he ease is: really on trial at 
Washington. The real culprits are 
ihe officials who granted these infa-_ 


mous contracts, not the men who 
earried them into execution.”

The New York Herald and the 
Finance Question—It Predicts 
Another Civil Conflict as the 
Result. 

The New York Herald during the 
last week has allowed itself to be 
worked up to fever heat in conse- 
quence of the inflation measures of 
Congress—its editorial columns are 
devoted to but little else, and it is 
now belching forth threats of another 
civil conflict should the “financial 
folly’? of Congress be persisted in—a 
war between the East and West, 
with the South thrown in as good 
measure on the side of the latter. It 
is plain that this question has divided 
the East and West more thoroughly 
than anything else could have done 
—the interest of the two sections, as 
regards inflation, are diametrically 
opposed to each other. The Herald 
eontends that while the West and 
South would receive benefit from ex- 
pansion, it would be seriously in- 
jurious, if not disastrous, to the 
monied centres of the Fast—that is 
the Western States ‘‘forcing — this 
‘measure of inflation they virtually 
“dishonor our flag and our national 
“fame; they compel us to ask serious- 
“ly whether the infamy of inflation 
“and continued insolvency is not an 
“oyvil eremter than that of slavery ?” 

Continues the Herald : 

“Oniy the east in this confederation 
of States can be either ruined or dis- 
honored financially, for only the 
East has a financial existenee. Maust- 
ern Cities, and pre-eminentiv Uhis 
city, are Une money Capitals of the 
nation. 


Out West there is plenty of 
real property, but the money tocreate 
it Went from the Atlantic slope, and 
the energy and the skill as weil; aud 
on theinvestment thus tiade of ast- 
ern wealth the West) pays Interest, 
and this interest it) looks upon as a 
bond of slavery, though it had very 
different views when it borrowed the 
money. Now, the addition of lorty- 
four millions of dollars to the curren- 
ey is the repudiation by the West of 
one-sixteenth of all the iliterest it 
owes to the East orto Europe, and 
that is why the West votes roundly 
aud steadily forinfiation. It votes 
distinetiy, openly and knowingly to 
make its financial burdens easier. It 
owes a certain number of nominal 
dollars in legal tenders, and if it can 
buy the legal tenders in the market 
at half price—if it can get twice as 
much paper money for the same 
quantity of wheat—it lightens its bur- 
dens, and thatis its purpose. The 
fact that it can do this by legislation, 
that Western and Southern votes to- 
gether can by law so “reorganize”’ 
our finapees that the Western men 
shall presently own what now actu- 
ally belongs to Eastern men, and 
own it without having paid for it, is 
a dangerous lesson for the West and 
“outh to learn; but they have learn- 
ed it by the votes in the House and 
senate on the Inflation bill. 

“The eircumstance that this is re- 
pudiation—a covert kind of theft— 
does not stand in the way, for the 
West is not sensitive as to honesty. 
Honesty is a dull virtue that will not 
thrive in the broad and breezy area 
of the prairies, to which nature has 
denied the glory of trees in order 
that the world might more readily 
admire the freemen of those plains, 
the sprouting and towering splendor 
of Morton, and the velvety, mush- 
room-like coming up of Logan. 
Western men have won the wilder- 
ness from the Indian and the bear 
and the welf, and the result has been 
to impress upon them that the world 
belongs to the strongest. Whoever 
‘an take and hold is the owner, 
Whether against the bear or against 
the builder of a railrond; whether 
the victory be by bowie knife and 
rifle in the forest or by votes in Con- 
cress, 

‘Now, as the addition of forty-four 
millions of Jegal tenders is the repu- 
diation of one-sixteenth, the 
coming addition of fifty millions of 
national bank notes will be repudia- 
tion in a slightly greater degree, Eas- 
tern men can already see that Con- 
gress has confiscated or converted 
one-eighth of theirs property; and 
free banking, wiiich is meant to 
flood the country with worthless 
paper, will melt away rapidly what 
will remain. Free banking is a kind 
of dust which the West means to 
raise to hide its theft. But the prac- 
tical issue is, What does this lead to? 
Where must it all end ? 

‘*Here is a grave point that it seems 
to us the Presidentshould weigh be- 
fore he takes the irretraceable step 
of signing the Four Hundred Million 
bill, Can heor any one else, con- 
templating the ultimate results, see 
any other issue but a new secession 
and anew civil war? Heisa Wes- 
tern man, and the Western pressure 
is on him, and he will sign the bill 
because it is a Western measure, 
though we do not believe he ean be 
indifferent to the future; but the sig- 
nature of that bill is inevitably a 
turning pomtin our history, Slavery 
made a war because of the essential 
conflict of two industrial system,and 
the irrepressible conflict of financial 
views will make another. All the 
States east of the Alleghanies, find- 
ing that laws are made for them by 
their enemies—laws under which 
they cannot live—laws such as would 
be made for the ants by the ant-ea- 
ters—will revolt against the Western 
legislation, and the West will en- 
deavor to subdue them and compel 
obedience to the prairie freeman. 

‘History is for us, in spite of Mr. 
Morton, just what it has been for 
other people since the world began. 
More is known in this age than has 
been in some others—especially, of 
course, by some men in the Senate : 
but the ways of men are the same, 
and and wars have the same origin 
and the same results, and men 
now living must, in all likelihood, 
see our second civil war.”’
